Charles B. Norton of Harvard uni- 
versity made another attack en i"ue ad- 
ministration at the annual dinner of 
the Sanderson academy, yesterday af- 
ternoou. 
During tbe address he said: 


"Child and lover of America as I am, 


my heart burns hot with indignation^ 
sorrow and humiliation as I regard our 
treatment of Porto Rico, of Cuba, of the 
Philippines. Are we morally so deaf 
that we do not hear tbe reproaches of 
men to whom we hare broken our prom- 
ises of independence, and the bitter up- 
braidings of those who had learned 
from our teachings that liberty is 
worth dying for? Can we stop our ears 
to the cries of innocent women and 
children whom we have made desolate 
outcasts; to the groaus of men whom we 
have shot down because they stood 
against us in the defense of what were 
•once our principles, their rights and 
their honor? What sin, what folly, 
what shame is ours. 


"We are all more or less responsible 


for the shame of broken pledges, for the 
folly and the sin of war. It is we who 
are paying for the killing of men, the 
burning of villages, the subjugation of 
people over whom we have no right I 
Whatever. I, at least, and those wjio 
think as I do, will cease to protest 
that a greater wrouir is done to us 
Americans than to the Filipinos them- 
selves by these degrading nnd criminal 
hostilities. 


"For three years past we have been 


acting as if we were no longer Amer- 
icans. It is time to renew our faith in 
American principles and ideals and 
our allegiance to them, to redeem our 
broken promises, to stop our wicked 
fighting and to turn from the darkness 
of the old world to the hope of the new; 
once more to set our faces to,the morn- 
Ing and to show mankind a nation at 
once powerful and self controlled; pow- 
erful without aggressive ambition, a na- 
tion invincible in the panapoly of jus- j 
tice, a nation that has waxed fat; and i 
yet doer, not lightly esteem the rocks of 
its salvation." 


Hon. D. H. Chamberlain of Brook- 


line, ex-governor of North Carolina, de- 
nounced war in general. 
Summing tip 


the speaker said: 
"The fruit of tbe 


eword is blood and wrath and destruc- 
tion; the fruit of rapine is 1mlred; the 
fruit of oppression is weakness and dan- 
ger. 
The cementing bonds, the thrice 


twisted cables of human society are not 
the sword, nor rapine, nor oppression, 
but peace, love and freedom. 
The end 


of wicked courses fs certain." and as 
fearful as it, is. certain. Our Spanish 
war was a war; our eastern expansion 
and intermeddling are evil'only; our 
Philippine war has been unutterably" 
foolish, unnecessary and cruel; our re- 
cent Cuban policy was naked tyrau»y 
and bald bad faith. 


"Knowing these things, seeing these 


things, we will stand by our. knowledge 
and convictions, though we stand in a 
minority or alone. 
But weishall net 


stand alone. 
Many true American 


hearts now 
silent—puzzled or dated 


by the rush of events, and by our offi- 
cial concealments and tergiversations 
—will yet stand with us, and by oar 
time-honored, time-tried Republican 
principles, 'When touched again, as 
surely they will be, by the-better angels 
of our nature.'" 


Another speaker was Charles S. Ham- 


lin. 
Discussing the Philippine ques- 


tion, he said: 
"Whatever may have 


been tbe fitness «f the Philippine peo- 
ple for self-government, and tbe evi- 
dence seems to be in their favor, it 
seems clear that the-passions of war 
must have chance to subside before or-

fular cases, considered in the manner 
in which the results were reached, the 
Incongruity of the results, and the va- 
riety of Ineonsistentevlewsexpressed by 
the different members of the court, "are 
without a 'parallel in oiir judicial his- 
tory."

REMARKABLE SET OF SAILS 


Makes Very Llttl* Fusu Under Her 


Leo Bow—Columbia Gives Constitu- 
tion a Sound Beating on Seuwuu- 
huka Course 


New York, Aug. 23.—Sir Thomas Lip- 


ton's new challenger for tho America's 
cup had her first trial spin in New York 
lower bay yesterday, and, although it 
only lasted 90 minutes, it was a most 
satisfactory performance from start to 
finish. 
Sir Thomas Liptnii and De- 


signer Watson, both of wh&*u were on 
board the yacht during the trial, ex- 
pressed themselves as perfectly satis- 
fled with the result 


In sailing about eight miles dead to 


windward, against a two-kuot tide, she 
covered the distance in "VT minutes, and 
the reach back of six miles m 40 min- 
utes. 
The-wind was fresh aiid fairly 


steady from about south by oust, end of 
from 10 to 12 knots in strength. 
The 


yacht carried mainsail, working top- 
sail, ferestaysail and jib. 


At times, .while on the wind, she put 


her lee rail under a trifle, but she 
showed herself well able to carry her 
sail, .and she appeared to be quite as 
stiff as either the Constitution or the 
Columbia. 
Her sails set remarkably 


well for the first time out. 


The trial was all in smooth water, ex- 


cept during the last mile of tho wind- 
ward work. She makes very little fuss 
underr her lee bow and carries hardly 
any Quartering wave. 
Her wake !s 


clean and smooth, and from obser- 
vations 
taken from directly astern, 


•while she was close hauled, her sails 
trim very flat and she Is able to He 
withfn four points of the wind, with 
every sail full. 
The yacht is so per- 


fectly balaneijd "on the wind" that she 
carries neither lee nor weather helm, 
her Jong tiller being exactly amidships. 


During the eight or ten tacks she 


made to fetch, the average time from 
"full to full" in stays was about 17 sec- 
onds. It was plain, however, that Cap- 
tain Sycamore was not putting her 
through her best paces in that direction. 
The crew trimmed and handled the sails 
with the smartness and precision that 
shows experience and a thorough 
knowledge of their ship.

Hamerons and Important DUeov- 


erien Made by Dr. Heilin, Who 
Claim* to Have Solved tbe Problem 
of Lob Nor Lake—Many Hardship* 
Eudnred by tbe Expedition. 


The following interesting account of 


Dr.'Sven Hedin's second expedition in 
central Asia appears la the London 
Times: 


Writing from Tiumen (Torairlik) at 


the end of last October Dr. Hedia an- 
nounced his Intention of making two 
more journeys before be set out on his 
long march home, one among tbe 
mountains to tho west of Teralrlik, the 
other to the ancient lake bed he had 
discovered and the Kara-Ko&huu lake, 
which he identilied with Prjevalsky's 
Lob Nor. It Is wilh theso two expedi- 
tions that Ills latest letters deal. 


Starting on the first journey, to the 


great or westerly Kum-Kul, early in 
November, Dr. Sveu Hedln crossed and 
measured these mountains on three 
lines. He passed through absolutely 
unknown country, but the excursion 
was a comparatively short one, lasting 
only a month, and by Dec. 12 he was 
ready for the more important march. 
On this he had with him nine men, 
with 11 camels and 10 horses. Kban- 
aaibal was the first point for which be 
made, and this he reached by a rather 
difficult mountain road lying to the 
south of Littlcdale's road, which was 
struck at Kban-arubal. After making a 
circular march to Sirtlng, round tbe 
magnificent Anambar-ula, and back to 
Kban-ambal. Dr. Sven Hedin proceed- 
ed across the desert straight to the 
north and passed through tbe moun- 
tainous region which constitutes tlie 
western continuation of the Kurruk 
Tagh. 


During the latter part of the march 


tbe little company of travelers had a 
very trying experience. For 12 long 
and arduous days, during which they 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible 
and covered, in spite of the slow rate 
of traveling necessitated by the care- 
ful observations which Dr. Sven He- 
din was continually taking, about 20 
miles a day. not a drop of water was 
found. Fortunately on the third day 
the travelers carno across some snow, 
and this just enabled the camels to 
last out until water was reached. Oth- 
erwise they must inevitably have suc- 
cumbed. After this Dr. Iledin, with 
the aid of tho map be had compiled in 
March, 10CO, wbon be made his great 
discovery in. connection with the Lob 
Nor problem, was able to find Alli- 
mlshbulnk ircite easily and from there 
to proceed with all his caravan to the 
ruins on tho northern shore of the an- 
cient hike bed. The camels were heav- 
ily laden with Ice, and after they had 
been sent I;:i' I: to tLe 'bulak' Dr. Ele- 
din was a! !o to :;tay among the rains 
for a wcr!: !>ar;a.cr this time be was 
busily c:iga,Ted i-cmpiliug maps and 
plans, tak!:n-; ).l-otograpns, gathering 
together collections of various kinds 
and ma Ling excavations among the 
ruins. The (.TIscoveries he made were 
both numerous and Important, but he 
thinks tbct perhaps his most curious 
"find" was come 12 complete letters 
written on paper in Chinese. They 
were in a marvelous state of preserva- 
tion, cvory sign being perfectly dis- 
tinct and k-pble. Among ether curi- 
osities that Dr. Sven Hedin will bring 
home are 30 little pieces of wood 
which, so far as he can judge at pres- 
ent, must have been used as some kind 
of ticket Each one .has Inscribed on it 
tbe name of some emperor, the year of 
bis reign, the month nnd even tbe very 
day. A "s!nh" who has read some of 
them tells Dr. Hedin that they are 800 
years old, but tbe latter feels that he 
cannot form a definite opinion until he 
has had them translated on his return. 


Among the ruins Dr. Hedin found a 


beautiful Buddhist temple, in whjch he 
saw some of the most artistic wood 
parking. 0,,e Of flje representations 
was a large fish, and in this connection 
he mentions that one house contained 
a number of fish bones which were evi- 
dently tbe remains of fish exactly simi- 
lar to those found today in tbe Kara- 
Koshun lake to tbe south. These facts 
Dr. Sven Hedin considers Important as 
strengthening-hi 3 claim to have found 
a lake bed^whlch was actually filled 
not so many yean ago and which Is the 
true site of,the Lob Nor of the an- 
cients. In the temple Dr. Hedin fur- 
ther found a Buddha carved In wood, 
and he, also mentions as one of his 
"finds" a piece of wood, which he de- 
scribes as being about half tbe size of 
the sheet of note paper he was writing 
on, on which there was writing in Ti- 
betan ct">racter5- In one of the Chinese 
letteis to which reference has already 
been made the place was called Lo-lan, 
and there is also mention of the great 
road which It will be remembered Dr. 
Sven Hedtn found running along the 
northern shore of the lake bed, which 
Is said to join Lo-lan to Sa-dscheo. Dr. 
Hedin brought away with him speci- 
mens of the various kinds of wood 
carving, and ntudents In Europe will 
eagerly await tbe sight of these as well 
as of t tin-photographs of the ruins, 
which Dr. jrHedin had developed just 
before writing and of which be speaks 
In the> most enthusiastic terms. 


Of the full Importance of his dlscov-'- 


erics among the ruins it is, ho says, Im-i 
posible to give at present any adequate 
Idea, but he states that he has gathered | 
together materials for a bulky volume ] 
on the Lob Nor problem alona. „ v

DONOR OF CHINESE CHAIR. 


Gift to Columbia. University From 


General Carpentier. 
' 


General Horace W. Carpenticr of New 


York city is the man who gave $100,000 
for the endowment of a chair of Chi- 
nese language and literature at Colum- 
bia university, says the Now York 
World. Tbe gift was announced by 
President Seth Low at the commence- 
ment exercises on June 12. Dr. Low 
said that dee giver desired thst his 
name should nut be made known. His 
Identity liris until now been carefully 
guarded and steadfastly withheld by 
the university. 


General Carpentier stands -well up in 


the list of New York millionaires, but 
Is less known there than many poorer 
men. This is accounted for by tlie fact 
that be amassed his wealth on the Pa- 
cific coast, whither he went with the 
forty-niners, and did not come east un- 
til lie was ready to retire from active 
business life. 


For many years General Carpentier 


was president of the Bank of Califor- 
nia in San Francisco. At one time ho 
was mayor of Oakland, His wealth 
has been estimated as high as $20,- 
000,000. 


A large part of his fortune was made 


In iha Chinese trade. lie has mada 
many visits to China. In this way he 
became an ardc-nt admirer of the Chi- 
ne&e. This was one of the subjects up- 
on which he will brook no disagree- 
ment on the part of persons with whom 
he comes in contact at home or in his 
travels. He is considered eccentric be- 
cause of his fondness for denouncing 
the faults of Caucasians and praising 
the virtues of the Chinese. 


On his latest trip from China he was 


accompanied by a Chinese valet, to- 
ward whom he displayed great affec- 
tloB. He and his valet snared a state- 
room, and soiae of the other passengers 
protested, declaring that the Chinaman 
ought to be sent to the servants' quar- 
ters. General Carpentier refused to 
part company with his valet. He told 
the other passengers that he was the 
Chinaman's secretary and that the 
Mongolian was a celebrated Chinese 
philosopher. The complaints then sub- 
sided, and thereafter everybody on 
board the ship regarded General Car- 
pentler's servant with 
considerable 


awe. 


Even this triumph, did not mollify the 


millionaire. He decided forthwith to 
endow a chair of Chinese in Columbia 
university and name it after his valet 
This he has done. The chair is known 
as the "Dean Lung department," and a 
distinguished teacher will be brought 
from China to occupy It

WINDS MADE USEFUL. 


Devised to Slake Them of 


Service on tlie Discovery. 


It has already been stated that the 


Discovery is fitted with the electric 
light, the motive power being derived 
from her engines, but Mr. Arthur Bert- 
hell of the firm of Bertheil & Young 
has devised a supplementary ap- 
paratus, says the London Chronicle, by 
which the antarctic winds may be 
pressed Into service when steam power 
Is not available. This takes the form of 
a large windmill, which can be used 
either on board the vessel should It be 
necessary to economize fuel or taken to 
pieces and set up again on the Ice in a 
position favorable for the wind, being 
connected with the vessel by a continu- 
ous coil of wire. 


"The great difficulty In the case of a 


wind driven apparatus," said Mr. Bert- 
heil, "has been that the nill varies in 
speed and sometimes stops altogether, 
but I have designed this in such a way 
that there are two machines, one of 
which will regulate the other. If the 
one is being driven too fast, the other 
will generate a counteracting pressure, 
and in the contrary case one can assist 
the other. The machine will go at any 
speed, and we can keep charging the 
accumulators all the time. And in case 
of stoppage there Is an automatic ar- 
rangement which will cut off the com- 
munication." 


Some experiments were made with 


the apparatus, although the wind was 
very slight, in the E-»t India docks, 
and they appeared to be of a Balis- 
factory character.

Crew of the Steamship Sank by an 
Iceberg Did Tbelr Dntr and Sn«ir« 
ed Great Bravery—Captain Footed 
Coolueci. 


The responsibility for the Islander 


disaster is being Discussed, and al- 
though the fast speed—14 knots—la 
criticised, the accident seems to have 
been unavoidable, says a Victoria (B. 
C.) dispatch to the New York Sun. 
The stories of the passengers of the 
captain being excited by liquor are 
known to be untrue. 


That Captain Foote acted as he did 


In not wanting immediately to put the 
steamer on the beach is easily under- 
stood In view of the past experience of 
that navigator when in command of 
tho steamer Danube about two years 
ago. The Danube struck a piece of ice 
off Taku Ana, which tore a hole in the 
Eteamer's bow, but bulkheads saved the 
steamer from flooding, and she steam- 
ed iEtct .Juneau a little down by the 
head, but otherwise intact She was 
temporarily repaired at Juneau and 
steamed dowp to Victoria with a hole 
In her bow Just at the water line, 
which was temporarily patched with 
canvas and cement 


When the Islander struck, Captain 


Foote, who acted coolly and gave his 
orders in a calm voice, according to 
those who stood by, evidently thought 
that, as in the instance of the Danube, 
the bulkheads of the Islander would 
save the steamer. She had four bulk- 
heads, one about ten feet or there- 
about from her bow, the second be- 
neath the steamer's bridge and the 
third away aft. Without doubt ac- 
cording to the surviving officers, the 
'Ice struck the steamer on her port 
quarter Just aft of the second bulb- 
bead, beneath the bridge, and through 
the bole torn there the water rushed 
Into the large portion of the vessel 
Bmidships to her next bulkhead. It 
rushed into the engine room, and al- 
though two firemen endeavored to shut 
the top wheel and keep back the water 
from the engine room all was useless. 


The story of the getting out of the 


if>oats as told by the survivors now re- 
turned shows that the officers and crew 
of the steamer Islander acted with 
brave self sacrifice in neglecting to se- 
cure their own lives and struggling to 
secure the safety of their passengers. 
But many of the passengers rushed 
Into the boats and fought to push off 
before the boats filled, neglecting 
chances to save others in their hurry 
to get the boats away. When Second 
Officer Powell jumped from the steam- 
er to save himself as the steamer was 
making her final plunge, there was a 
boat standing by for Mrs. Ross and 
others, but when the steamer plunged 
it sheered off at once and did not wait. 


In some of the boats there were a 


scanty number of passengers. In one 
boat, according to- several survivors, 
there were only ten men, and in an- 
other only 17. These facts bear out 
Pilot Le Blanc's statement that, bad 
the passengers preserved order In 
launching the boats, the list of dead 
would not have been, so large. 


From Captain Foote down to firemen 


and waiters it Is shown that the men of 
the Islander did their duty and remain- 
ed with toe vessel as long as was pos- 
sible. 
Captain Foote waited on the 


bridge until the water almost lifted him 
off. 
Pilot Le Blanc, Second Mate Pow- 


ell and Mate Neurotsos waited until 
the vessel was making her final plunge 
before they jumped for safety. Purser 
Bishop coolly gave the gold from his 
safe to those who came for It and 
helped with the boats to the end. Stew- 
ard Simpson waited until the lights had 
gone out and the steamer was founder- 
Ing before he sought safety, and bis 
second steward, Horace Fowler, went 
down to death while ascertaining If all 
the passengers had left their state- 
rooms. Chief Engineer Brownie's, Sec- 
ond Engineer Allan, Third Engineer 
Allice, Fourth Engineer Denny, each of 
them waited until the englneswerense- 
less, and there was no use remaining in 
the engine room, and then went to ren- 
der assistance In getting out the boats, 
declining a place themselves. 


The farewell of the engineers In the 


flooding engine room was a tragic 
feature of the catastrophe. The bell 
had clanged twice for full speed ahead, 
and when the levers had been moved 
the only effect was to make the two 
screws of tne steamer race wildly In 
the nonresistlng air and cause the big 
steamer to tremble. So far bad the 
flooding steamer gone clown by the 
bead that the propellers and rudder 
.were out of the water and the engines 
were useless. The clanging signals 
from the bridge calling for "full speed 
^head" could not be obeyed, and after 
the engines bad been stopped and two 
firemen had died in attempting to shut 
the top wheel, which would have 
blocked the water, the engineers took 
each other by the band, and then, as 
they ran for the upper deck. Second 
Engineer Allan said in bis Scotch 
accent: 


"If we meet we meet, and If we don't 


we don't; we'll make a bold dash for It, 
anyway." 


j*ie others met again, but Second 


Engineer Allan went down to death, 
and his wife of five months is a widow. 


Second Officer Powell of the wrecked 


Islander gives details of the death of 
Captain Foote. When the steamship 
went down, be struck out from the ship 
and soon saw a roft. On this raft be 
saw Pilot Le Blauc at one side and 
Csptain Foote.

tba captain, would show that be was 
agitated, for lie invariably began filling 
his pipe when agitated over anything. 


As he pulled out his pipe some of the 


passengers on the raft, the man with 
the revolver in particular, began to 
make catting remarks to the captain. 
Captain Foote replied, "Oh, Pve lost 
my ship, and I suppose I have to take 
my medicine, but I can die as game as 
any of you." 


The man In the center remarked that 


there was little room on the raft any- 
way. He said he did not think there 
was room enough for the captain. 


"I guess tliere are Jso many of us oa 


the roft," said Captain Foote. 


"Goodby, boys." he added, and with 


these words he slipped off the raft and 
swam away. Part of this conversation 
was heard by Second Officer Powell, 
and others of the survivors tell of re- 
marks that were made by passengers 
and the captain after the second officer 
left the raft. 


As the door floated through the chilly 


water the second officer suddenly saw 
the captain near by supporting himself 
by an oar. He had no cap and was 
very pale. The second mate shouted 
to him. "Is that you, captain?" And 
on receiving an affirmative reply he 
shouted over the water, "What have 
you got?" The captain replied that he 
had an oar. 
Together they drifted 


along for some time, and after awhile 
he lost the captain in the mist 
He 


shouted to him several times before he 
got out of sight, but received no reply. 


Steward Simpson, who came borne by 


the Tosemite, having come down to 
Vancouver on the steamship Farallon, 
tells of seeing the captain go down to 
death. He saw the captain supporting 
himself on an oar and shouted, "Are 
you there, captain?" 
Captain Foote 


replied, "Yes." And the steward said, 
"Come and take hold here; I've got the 
Jackstaff." 


"It's too late," said the captain, and 


a moment or two afterward be let go 
and went down.

The Carnegie museum at Plttsburg 


will ehortJy receive a consignment 
from one of its collectors, a Mr. Peter- 
son, wblch will probably cause impor- 
tant discussion In ttie scientific world, 
says a Harrison (Neb.) dispatch to the 
New York Times. Mr. Peterson bae dis- 
covered In and bi?16w the bed of a creek 
running near Harrison six skeletons 
perfectly preserved By petrefaction. 
These nrc tbe bones of horses beyond 
possibility of scientific refutation, but 
from their size they prove conclusively 
that tbe prebistaric horse was much 
smaller than the animal aa It appears 
nowaday*. 


Although the skeletons have not been 


set up by Mr. Peterson, they are com- 
plete. From the measurements taken It 
U apparent that thp horses of tbe time 
when these wore alive were about tbe 
Blze of a 2-montlia-old colt of tlie pres- 
ent (iay. Mr. Peterson found tbe skele- 
tons while prospecting for relics for tbe 
museums. A small bone, seemingly an 
ordinary stoue. gave him the lirst c!ew. 
Following up bis find, be arrived at a 
point Indicating to hla scientific dis- 
cernment that more bones were to be 
found by digging. Three of the skele- 
tons were found one nbore the other, 
though a short distance m«irt lateral!?-.

in Adams Not Yet 


Appreciated 


MANY FAMILIES RUINED 


Help Needed at Once. 
The Work of 


Repair Progressing Rapidly. The 


Town's 
Finances. Basset 


Reservoir Dam Partly 


Carried Out 


Serious as ig the problem 
which 


confronts Adams as a town* jn the 
way of making and payinsr for the re- 
pairs 
made necessary by the flood, 


there 
is another problem of 
even 


jproater Importance. This is the pro. 
vidlng 
of aid for people 'of small 


rnouns 
who practically lost their all 


In 
the destruction of their erarde-ns 


and the ruining of their 
household 


jroods. 


There 
are many such. Every day 


adds to the list of those who are being 
hard put to it to make provision for 
themselves and families, as the result 
at the sweeping away of their sup- 
plies, the ruin of their possesions, and 
m some cases the dislodging of their 
houses. 


So far no relief work has been done 


except OQ a small scale a few of those 
who were left most bad'y oft having 
been aided by their neighbors. But no 
organized work has been done so far, 
as it must be if those -w.ho were most 
affected are to be provided for. 


Even, as yet the full extent ox the 


disaster is hardly appreciated. People 
in this city find it hard to realize that 
only a few miles south so many were 
practically ruined. 


The rush of sightseers to the town 


continues from this city and from the 
EQuth. It is estimated that fully 4000 
strangers 
visited the town yesterday 


to 
see the ruin that was 
caused. 


Among those who have for themselves 
witnessed 
the results of the flood's 


work 
there is no question about the 


need for relief work amtng the poorer 
peor>le of the town. 


As for the town itself, it will be im- 


possible 
to pay for the work that 


must be done without lorrowinir. At 
a 
specipl totvn meeting which will 


probably be called this question will 
be brought up for decision. 


In this city, Mayor Wilkinson said 


this morning that he thought that no 
s,|Jcia! council meeting would be nec- 
essary, although this would not be de- 
cided till tomorrow. If the damge is 
as great as Commissioner Temple has 
stated, there will have to be 
special 


provision for 
making repairs, but 


among other city official there is be- 
lief that the damage will not amount 
to such figures. 


Tbo Work of Repair 


Hoosac street in Adams will prob- 


ably be passable tonight. At least a 
dozen teams are busy hauling sand 
from the Berkshire mill number 1 to 
the street Mill street will also be made 
passable today. The other streets, are 
passable, but are by no means In con- 
dition, and will not be for some time. 


Nothing so far has been done to- 


wards replacing the bridges that were 


IP& aTvay, and people in g^ins to 


and from work are put to much in- 
convenience. 


The Hoosac street bridge can again 


be used, the river having been turned 
back into its proper channel, and the 
bridge temporarily strengthened. 


AU the mills in the town are run- 


ning today with the exception of the 
weave room of Berkshire mill number 
one. 


The mountain roads are in very bad 


shape, but will of course be the last 
to be repaired. 


The Bowens Corners district is in 


very bad shape, with the bridges gone, 
so that the people from that,district 
cannot get into Adams village except 
by a very roundabout route. 


At the Hawkctt Baicrvolr 


Most of the sightseers and picture 


hunters have confined thjsir travels 
to Adams proper, but in &Q doing are 
losing one of the giPatest scenes of 
the disaster^. The damage done and 
the washout at the Bas&ett reservoir 
at Cheshire Harbor is inconceivable. 
This spot, which was always noted for 
its beauty, shows the marks of one of 
the greatest wrecks that could be 
caused there. 


It was not at first known that any 


of the solid and immense masonry 
had been damaged. But when the \va- 
ter broke loose at the southwest corner 
of the pond, it not only caused a wash, 
out with a hole 100 feet 
-wide 
and 


about 60 feet deep, but it carried away 
a massive section of the dam which 
was about 30 feet long, 400 feet deep 
and about four feet thick, weighing 
hundreds of tons. 


The water filled the gorge and ran 


so high that It tore out tieep by the 
root, which stood on tfce high bank, 
arid it even broke off pieces of the 
shelving rock. Th° main water pipe 
was carried away and Ihe expense to 
the town there will be far greater 
than at first estimated. 


The expense wi'l not only be of mon- 


ey, but repairs cannot be made in a 
few days and as weeks will bo requir- 
ed the town is liable to feel the effects 
of a water famine. Dry Brook reser- 
voir and the pump at Zylonitc will 
never be adequate supplies unless the 
people are careful in thoir use and 
take the warning given now there will 
be more serious trouble. 


LlKDtnlna In Savor 


While the town of Savoy was not 


damaged by a flood on Tuesday, re- 
ports are Just coming in which tell of 
havoc wrought by lightning. The farm 
ers say that it wag the heaviest thun- 
der they ever heard and as an electri- 
cal storm Its equal never was seen. 
Many places where the 
lightning 


struck show great ravages and espec- 
ially were some heavily timbered lots 
damaged. 


A most 
peculiar thing happened 


when a bolt of lightning struck tho 
home of Willard Carpenter and fol- 
lowing down tho chimney, tore out the 
bricks, and running about In the kit- 
chen tons out the walnacoating. 
Jt 


also entered a bedroom and tore off the 
plastering and burned some of 
tho
